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REMARKS 

The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences reversed all rejections against Claim 2-4, 6, 
7, and 13-15. However, one of the two reasons for rejecting Claim 1 was upheld and the rejection 
of dependent Claims 5, 8, and 9 was also upheld. Applicant has been given a one month time 
period to present the dependent claims in independent form to avoid abandonment of the 
application. 



In response Applicant has re-written the dependent claims in independent form as set forth
